For their supreme efforts in ser- 
ving the community through service 
projects and sponsorship of special 
events, the Rancho Cucamonga 
Woman’s Club has won first place in 
The Daily Report’s 10th annual 
“Women’s Service Award’? com- 
petition, 

The 96 members of this service 
club spent 12,414 % hours and 
donated $4;292.16 to community ser- 
vice during the 1980-81 club year. 

Placing second in the community 
service competition was the Sorop- 
timist International of Ontario, a 


_ club that won first place in 1977, 1978 


and 1980. The 57 members of this 
women’s. international service 
organization spent 7,769 volunteer 
hours of service and donated $8,- 
535.06. é : 

The Montclair-Ontario Junior 
Women’s Club captured third place 
in the competition. This energetic 
bunch of six young women gave l,- 
217 volunteer hours in community 
service and also spent. $1,418.38. 


Judges for the annual competition 


are presidents of chambers of com- 
merce from Montclair, Ontario, 
Rancho Cucamonga, Chino and 
Upland. 

Acting as judges this year were: 
Phil Gosswiller of Montclair, 
Richard McElvany of Ontario, Don 
Hardy of Rancho Cucamonga and 
Herb Stamipfl of Chino.

Club captures first 


the Rancho Cucamonga Woman’s 
Club during the 1980-81 club year 
was forming a ‘“‘Mobile Meals’ 
program for the Rancho Cucamonga 
area. The club along with the 
Cucamonga-Alta Loma Junior 
Women’s Club and the chamber of 
commerce began work on this 
organization in November 1980. The 
first meals were distributed to the 
elderly and incapacitated in June of 
this year. Three members are on the 
board of directors and many 
members deliver weekly meals two 
days each week. < 

The clubwomen support a number 

of other diverse projects and work 
at San Antonio Community Hospital 
Gift Shop and information desk, at 
convalescent hospitals in the area, 
for Santa Claus Inc. and donate their 
clubhouse to various community 
organizations such as scouts. 
- House of Ruth and Option House, 
shelters for battered wives, children 
and the elderly, were given 24 cases 
of food and 80 pounds of clothing. 
Twenty members held a rummage 
sale to raise money for furniture for 
the House of Ruth. 

Casa de Rancho Cucamonga 
(Rains House) is a joint project of 
the Rancho Cucamonga Woman’s 
Club and the Casa de Rancho 
Cucamonga Historical Society. 
Members serve on the board, helped 
organize the Las Guias, an auxiliary 
of guides, and help with special 
events and fund-raising projects for 
restoration. 

To keep families together as much 
as possible, members asked Rancho 
Cucamonga Mayor Phillip D. 





Schlosser to proclaim a week in 
November 1980 as National Family 
Week. 

As a youth project, the club sent a 
10th grade student from Alta Loma 
High School to the Hugh O’Brien 
Youth Seminar at Culvery City, 
where he attended a series of 
Leadership Training Programs. 

In order to encourage students to 
return to school, the women give 
various scholarships, totaling $700 
in various categories. 

Some members work in the Cen-. 
tral School District office each 
month, making projects for 
teachers to teach children. 

Among the financial donations 
made .by the R.C. Woman’s Club 
are: $750.10, House of Ruth and Op- 
tion House; $400, West End Sheriff’s 
Search and Rescue; $350, Rains 
House; $250, Mobile Meals; $230.56, 


?Santa Claus Inc; and other 


donations. 

During the 1981-82 year, the 
members plan to continue working 
with Mobile Meals for incapicitated 
seniors and fo conduct car- 
diopulmonary resucitation classes 
for members and any other in- 
terested people. 

The clubwomen also will devote 
time and money to helping battered 
wives and children as well as the 
elderly. Another goal.is to work with 
youths and teen-agers to ‘‘keep 
‘them occupied and off the streets,” 
a spokeswoman said. They also will

strive for the needs of the coinmuni-
